He waa to Lovtsa about a 
month ago. 

Following is an account of the 
horrible affair taken from the 
Louisville Times : 

From the effect of a rattlesnake 
bite, Chas. Conn, 'Z'l years of age, 
a Uarellng salesman (or the Amer- 
ican Law Book (Company and pront> 
tooat Masisn. of Lexington, Ky.,died 
a raring aunlae at (be Deaeoneaa 
Moapltal. Conn Waa bitten taat night 
a huge rattler on exhibition at 
the Mary Anderson Th.'ater cigar 
store and all efforts to save his life 
were In vain. 

As he lay writhing In agony on the 
floor, boiyi begged the bystanders 
to ampatato hia arm. exclaiming, 
"Boya tt to alt up wltb too. don't be 
altaid- I won't mind tba pain." Tba 
horrified speototors stood as Upferw 
alysed and finally in hto delTrimn the 
man took out hto pocket knife and 
began to cut away the flesh from 
tbe tiny wounds, but the knife soon 
f4:ll from hia helpleaa hands. 

Witnessed by scores o( persons on 
Fourth Avenue who peered through 
the glass show case the weird and 
terrlMa stranto betwea Cobb aad 
the raptito taqM place. Bit- 

ten three Unwa by tbe monater Conn 
still struggled on. holding the r-'i>- 
tlle by the throat until the panic- 
atrlcken people In the atorr made 
their escape in terror. '

ea. Charlee Conn, aooonpsnlad by a 
friend, Bogene Otier, a drammer tor 
n New Tork t^m. wttb wbom be loom 



every one. Weakly he ralaed hto 
voice and begged the physicton to 
do something to alleviate bia paia- 
An automobile was brought and the 
man was taken to tba Deaeonesaa 
Hospital wltb breakneck apeed. 

At tbe (boapltalth^ pbysiclana op- 
ened bla tolas and iajaetsd stroag %»• 
tottoaa . vt pertaaagansto" of pohtashp 
to aa aftort to aeutrallse the poison- 
Although Conn recovered complete 
consciousne PS, he became a raving 
maniac and had to be strapped in 
bed, where the combined strength o( 
nuraes and physicians was barely suf- 
(icient to keep him. Tbe effects of 
the poison were awful to behold. 
The ,eyeB o( the untortunato man. 
contracted until tbey looked like 
mere Wads, while bto tongue waa 
swolton to Ave times Its normal atoe 
and protruded from his mouth. 

Gradually the struggles of the man 
became weaker and weaker and the 
physicians did alt In tbelr power 
to stimulate heart action, but to 
no avail and Conn passed away -at 
four o'clock a. m. 

Conn waa prominently connected 
In Lexington. He leaves a wife ^td 
three children. After tbe removal o( 
Conn from the Cigar store, the 
brave among the crowd, which had 
collected, hunted out the v1(Ioub snake 
and with clubs and brooms dispatthed 
It The reptile was shipped to Kd- 
wiird Riea aeveral daya ago from the 
mounUln aectioB of Kentucky. It 
waa what to knowa ag a "dlaaoad 
back." toe moat dMdty vartoty of 
ratttoanakaa. 

(Hiarles C^n waa tbe son of F. J. 
Conn, superintendent of bridge con- 
struction on the Q. & C. railroad, re- 
siding at! Lexington. He was the on- 
ly boy of the family, and had two 
s'sters, Mrs. J. T. Pride, wife of 
the well-known Lexington attorney, 
and Miss Pearl Conn.
